In Ohio, the Republican majority is at loast

In Pennsylvanin, Geperal Geary’s malority is
larger than Governor Ourtin's in 1863, when our
entire majority wus muade uET of soldiers and
clerks sent hume from the Union armies and
from Washingion to vole. Our adversaries then
elaimed that we coereed or changed the eoldiers’
votes: now, the soldiers are at home, and vote
sis they see fit.  Yet they vote as they did when
m the field; and, with the oflices and patron-
age of the Federal Government turned against
us, we have gained strength in Congress,

A Remarkable Conversion.

From the Tribune,

it is little that the London ZTimes can do, in
the way of moral influence, towards helping the
settlement the questions by which this
countrr is nt present agitated and divided. The
Ameriean people have learned to esiimute the
utterances of that journal at thelr troe value,
and the opinions of *The Thunderer” have but
small weight with us now-a<days. Still 1t is in-
teresting, and not altogether unediiying, to note
the changes through waich the 2imes passes in
denlivg with purely American questions, More:
these changes are wlways signiticant, It the
Times 38 vansble and uneertain, it certainly
does not lack shrewdness, It likes to be on the

winning side, nod it has a quick eye for the in-
dications of approaching victory, Duaring oar
¢ivil war it supported tne Confederacy with all
its might, till it perceived that a collapse was
inevitnble, when it coolly abandoned ns friends,
Ho it bas stoutly defended President Johnson
in his position of aotagoniem to Congress;
but now it suddealv tarns round wsnd ad-
vises him to make terms with the radicals,
and to urge upon the South the adoption ol the
Coustitutlonal amendment. But not content
with this, it buas a good word to say for the
cause of negro suflrace, admi.fing, by implica-
tion, the right of the Southern blacks to vote,
“When the animosities of the war have some-
what passed aaas”—at 18 thus it expresses iwell
—“and the feellugs with which the necroes are
regarded are somewhat softened, the South-
erpers will, 1t 18 to be houped, confer the frau-
chise on black men, under proper regulations.”
Yery good this—for the Z¥mes, over the apirit
of whose dream a chunge ig evidently passing—
# chapge produced, we believe, by the noble
stand taken by the radical party of this conntry
in delense of the sacred prineiples under-
lving the Jmmortal Decluration of Inde-

pendence. It is thus that e rieht and the
truth ever compel homage, even Irom men

having little or ne sncere sympathy

with them, We suppose the Zimes may hence-
forih be reckoned among the fnends of the negro,

and that it will cease to snear at those who ad-
vocate justics for bim. But now that it has
given in 118 adbesion to impartial sulfeage in the
United States, it 1s to be hoped the day is not
distant when it will raise its voice on behalf of
the millions o unenfranchised Englishmen, and
help them in their struggles with the oligarchy
of the old coumiry, Toe people of America onn
take care of the question of suffrage in this
couniry, and are quite equal to the task of set-
tling it on a basis of justice to all. Let the
Times look at home, There is a great work Lo
be done there, and we shall rejoice to hiad it
lending its influence and emplovimg its ungues-
tioned ability in helping to hberate the political
serfs ol Great Brituin.

Owur Clalms ngailnst Eungland T he Time
for a Prompt Demand for lademnity
at Haund,

Fyrom the Herald,

The steamer Cily of Boston broughla speocing
despateh to the Herald, conthining an lmportant
extruct from the London Zimes of October 4, on
the subject of the Alabama claims. The action
of the Administration with reguid to the Fenian
invasion of Cannda, and the presence and de-
monstrations of our formidable iron-clsde in
Euglish waters, have had their offect, and the
Times article mdicates s radicsl change in
public opimon on the subject of indemnity. It
is proposed that & commission shall be appointed,
embracing eminent juriets of all mantime na-
tions, to deliberate on the dutios s well is rights
of neutrals in time of war; and It adds that if
this commission shall convinee the English
Government that some indemnity is dae the
United States for the grievous injury inflicted
on ber commerce by the dilaboma aod Shenan-
doah, it will then not be tos late to make repara-
tion. The Tumes says England should have no
talse pride on the subject of submitting the
clnims to & mixed commisgion, and hints that
no conntry has more to lose by a lax interpreti-
tion of the laws which she violated than has

We do not urge these things as ressons why
there should not be the most friendly relations
betweem these Lwo great nahtions, but only to
peint out some of the difbiculties which will em-
barrass the Enpglish Government in (rying to
promote and strengthen them. The koglish
themgelves have made the task difficalt, They
have piled UT obstacles in the way. The Goy-
ernment of that day did It by its indifference—
the pmaty which 1 now the Government did it
then by its open demands and efforts for & more

ywronounced hostility, be London Times did it

y & steady and sy-tematio misrepresentation of
the nature of onr stiruggle and sn open espousal
ol the cause of those who sought our destruc-
tion, Themen of rank and wealth in England
did it by lending money to our foes, by orga-
nizing socicties and clubs in their support, and
by throwing all their moral und social weight
into the scale against ue, It was only trom the
inboring men of England, those who sulfered
most from the contest we were compelled to
wage, that we recelved any words of encourage-
ment—any exhortations 10 persevere.

These things have mude a profound impression
upon the minds and hearts of the Awmerican
people—one which will not easily or speedily be
eflaced. Bomething beyond words of compli-
ment or kmnduess, st social banguets or else-
where, however mocere and cordial they may
be, will be required for its rewoval. Just now
Epgland has far more to gain than the United
States by an alllance snd good understanding
between the two nations, It is elvilization
the East, and not upon this continent, that
menaced now. The perll which threatened it
here has in good part been averted; but we were
left Lo wage that great warlare alone, and 1t was
made all the heavier for us beeause the power
which 1s so anxious for the cuuse of civilization
now cared nothing whatever for it then. The
public men of Englund sre doing a good work,
not only for themselves, but for the world, in
gseeking relations of friendship with the Uaited
States. Butl they must be prepared for & great
many words of coldpes2, and for some of bitter-
ness and reproach, belore they sceure the excel-
lent end at which thay alm,
